Benefactor of Georgia School Addresses Student 
Body Briefly--Notable Visit There 
Yesterday Morning. 


The party which visited the Georgla 
School of Technology was composed of 
Mr. Hearst, Governor J. M, Terrell, Con- 
gressman James M, Griggs, Senator Clark 
Howell, James W. English, Jr., Jamee R. 
Gray and others. President Lyman Hall, 
of the Tech, met the party at the en- 
trance to the school at 3:30 o’clock and 
led the way into his private office, where 
he presented the following heads of de- 
partments to the visitors: 

Dr. W. H. Emerson and Professors W. 
8. Coon, W. 8. Randall, A. H. Ford, T. 
P. Branch, J. N. G. Nesbit, J. B. Edwards 
and 8. 8S. Wallace. 

After brief introductions, the party vis- 
ited the machine shop, pattern rooms, 
foundry, textile department, mess hall 
and other-places of interest, finally reach- 


ing the chapel, where the 475 students of. 


the institution had assembled. 

As the gentlemen, who were nOWw &C- 
companied by alj forty-two professors, 
assistants and foremen of the Tech, en- 
tered the chape} the students jumped to 
their feet and gave three rousing cheers 
for Mr. Hearst, following with three 
more for Governor Terrell. 

Governor Terrell was first introduced by 
President Hall. After thanking.the stu- 
dents for the enthusiastic reception, the 
governor informed them of his admiration 
for the Georgia Tech. 

“One of the first speeches I ever made 
in the Georgia legislature was in support 
of the bill which established this in- 
stitution. I have always been proud of 
that speech. I do hot know that it has: 
anything to do with erecting these mag- 
nificent buildings, but I hope it did.” 

In concluding his brief speeh, Gov- 
ernor Terrell introduced Mr. Heafst “s 
a typical American who had sent his 
check for $5,000 to the Tech upon the 
occasion of the last commencement and 
as one who had always been the friend 
of the .southern people. 


Mr. Hearst Is Cheered. 

Much cheering resulted when the New 
Yorker arose to speak to the students 

‘Tt have always admired the Techne- 
logical school,’’ he declared after thank- 
ing his audience for the cordial re- 
ception. “I wish that I had been giver 
an education of this kind, and although 
I am now too old to learn, I can show 
that 1 take an interest in it. I have 
heard a great dea] about your school 
and I have always admired it, but I shall 
take a great deal more interest in it now 
that I have seen it.’’ 

Another burst of applause followed the 
conclusion of Mr. Hearst’s address, 

President Hall presented Congressman 
Griggs, who congratulated the students 
upon their splendid institution. 

“Some time ago,” he declared, “I had 
the power of making one appointment to 
West Point, which is perhaps the great- 
est military school in the world. I offer- 
ed the appointment to four young men 
who were students in this institution and 
they ali declined; declaring that they 


had chosen their work in life and would 
pursue it in spite of temptations. That is 
@ record that no other school in Georgia 
can produce. As @ matter of fact I am 
very often embarrassed by the number 
of applicants 1 have from the otier 
schools.”

The Saw Mill Association argued that 
the court had jurisdiction and contended 
that the advance in rates would greatly 
injure, if not practically destroy, the 
market for low grade yellow pine lu®- 
ber in the west. 

Increase Is Now On. 

Judge Speer sustained the jurisdic- 
tion of the court, but declined at that 
time to pass upon the question of the 
injunction, suggesting that the case on 
its facts be presented to the interstate 
commerce commission.

STATE SECRETS 
ARE REVEALED 


Lord George Hamilton Gives 
Inside History of Cabinet 
Split. 


London, October 23.--In an address to 
his constituents at Ealing, Lord George 
Hamilton, late secretary of state for In- 
dia, has given for the first time his ver- 
Sion of the recent cabinet resignations. 
He said that-at thé cabinet meeting on 
the last day of the parliamentary session 
Premier Balfour produced a programme 
which included preferential tariffs and 
the taxation of food. The cabinet 24- 
journed that day without reaching a de- 
cision in the matter. It met again on 
September !4 and continued the same dis- 
cussion. After this meeting Lord Bal- 
four, then secretary for Scotland; C. T. 
Ritchie, then chancellor of the exchequer, 
and he agreed to place their. resignations 
in the hands of the duke of Devonshire, 
then lord president of the council, who 
would present tiem with his own. 

It was not until September | that Lord 
George Hamilton learned of Colonial Sec- 
retary Chamberlain's resignation and that 
the duke of Devonshire had retained his 
office. He dec!tared that Premier Bal- 
four had treated the members of the cab- 
inet other than the duke of Devonshire 
unfairly in communicating to the duke 
the news he wit...eld from the remainder 
of the members. He said also that he 
would have been wiling to resign at any 
time on the slightest suggestion from 
Mr. Balfour, but he resented the method 
in which the free trade members had been 
ousted from the cabinet. 

With regard to the general fiscal policy, 
Lord George Hamilton declared himself 
a free trader with limitations. He also 
said that. he believed thoroughly in re- 
taliation which would give the country a 
better chance for the negotiation of rec- 
iprocity treaties. He thought no mem- 
ber of the cabinet would have resigned 
on such a proposition but that had not 
been the question presented to them 
The speaker als» expressed the conviction 
that the present propaganda was pro- 
tection pure and simple. 

The fiscal campaign continues with un- 
abated viger. Among the speakers last 
night were Henry Campbell-Bannerman 
ang Sir Edward Grey, both of whom said 
that protection would result in an in- 
crease in the prices and great hardship 
to the working classes. 

Sir Edward: Grey urged the formation 
of an imperial council with representa- 
tives from India, and the self-govern- 
ing colgnies empoweredato devise gov- 
ernment on imperial affairs and who 
would prevent the converting of impe- 
rial into party questions. 


BRIEF MEETING OF CABINET. 


Nothirg of Great Importance Was 
Discussed. 

Washington, October 23.—Today’s meet- 
ing of the cabinet was very brief and 
at its conclusion assurance was given 
that nothing of importance had been de- 
veloped by it. Only four members of 
the cabinet, Secretaries Hay and Cortel- 
you, Postmaster General Payne and Al- 
torney General Knox, were present, the 
other five being absent from the city. 
Postmaster General Payne announced 
that the report of Mr. Bristow on the 
postoffice investigation would be placed 
in the hands of the president either to- 
morrow or on Monday. It has not been 
decided when the report will be given to 
the public.

Business Lives While Booms Die. 
It hardly needed the assurance of 
President Hardy, of the National Bank- 
ers’ Association, to convince the coun- 
try that the prosperity boom is over. 
Prosperity is a very elastic term, and 
is usually expressed in figures, and fig- 
ures can lie with as much vehemence 
as Ananias. 

A few months ago Wall street and 
the financial publications were seeth- 
ing caldrons of figures representing 
trusts, combines, stocks and promises 
of dividends that made stockholders 
in boom corporations sit up of nights 
to shake hands with themselves. 

But where are those trusts and com- 

bines now? Their founded hulks lie 
along the coast of industry like the 
smashed ship of Cervera west of Santi- 
ago. Where are those watered stocks? 
They are packed around in Wall street 
bins like the burst and worthless “dead 
men” after a Coweta county ‘possum 
feast. Where are those fat dividends 
that were to come homing to investors 
like big plump ducks in the glad spring 
time from southern rice and celery 
fields? They are as soap-bubbles 
stricken by a boreal] gust. And what 
wailings are these that are heard in 
the land? The squeals of the pinched 
speculators and the whines of the de- 
spoiled lambs who thought to become 
prize rams in-the stock fairs of the 
financial world. 
Solid prosperity abounds in the coun. 
try, especially here in the south, where 
the stock tickers are almost es scarce 
as wireless telegraph stations. Our 
farmers, merchants and bankers who 
do business on the old-fashioned busi- 
ness lines have no troubles such as the 
victims of the get-rich-quick specula- 
tive trusts have. Blessed, therefore, is 
that man who sticks to the soil and to 
the rules of honest barter. And bless- 
ed is that country in which the false 
boom is soonest exploded and the crop 
of financing fools is made shorter. 


Our Part in a Russo-Jap War. 

It seems now that under the cover 
of the negotiations of Tokio the past 
two weeks both Russia and Japan 
have been actively jockeying for po- 
sitions in anticipation of what each 
thinks it is preparing to do to the 
other when the world hears the cry, 
“they’re off!” 

Russia has been assembling in Man- 
churia and its ports more men, ships 
and munitions. Japan has not been 
idle along the same lines and in addi- 
tion has been sneaking modern guns 
and their fixin’s into China. The lat- 
est reports indicate that war between 
the bear and the terrier may be de- 
clared any day. 

Our chief interest in the status of 
their relations is confined to the ques- 
tion whether, in the event they go to 
war over Korea, with the object of 
subduing it to the suzerainty of one 
or the other. the United States can 
be drawn into the controversy. And 
that question takes on two aspects 
that point to cur final involvement in 
the affair. 

In the first place, we have a treaty 
with Korea, made in 1882, which 
says: 

There shall be perpetual peace and 
friendship between the president of the 
United States and the king of Chosen (or 
Korea) and the citizens and subjects of 
their respective governments. if other 
powers deal unjustly or oppressively with 
either government, the other will exert 
its good offices on being informed of the 
case, to bring about an amicable ar- 
rangement, thus showing its friendly 
feclings. 

That is about as far as the United 
States have ever gone in making an 
offensive and defensive alliance with 
any government. We have never gone 
to that length with England, France 
or any other power. Therefore, look- 
ing the above pledge squarely in the

“Railways of the South.” 
(From The Charlotte Evening Chronicle.) 

The securities of railways doing bust- 
ness in the south ought to be good 
things for those who have money to in- 
vest. In the period that immediately 
succeeded the civil war, when the colored 
brother, the carpet-bagger and semi-an- 
archy had possession of the land, the rafi- 
ways participated in the general dilapi- 
dation. In those days, even on through 
lines, there were operated one day and 
one night train, neither of which made 
as good speed as the modern loca] trains 
now make. One of these trains would 
carry one sleeper. Day coaches and 
sleepers had few occupants and much 
vacant space. 

When the carpet-bag governments fell 
and law and order were restored the 
south not only began the recovery of 
her lost fortunes, byt made the start on 
lines wholly different from those which 
existed prior to the civil war. Instead of 
restricting effort to agriculture, conduct- 
ed by cheap and ignorant labor, many 
of her people began to seek profitable in- 


vestment and employment in manufac- 
tures and mining. Success in these have 


been beyond all expectations. 
pires also that 


It trans- 
success has reacted to 


the infinite advantage of agriculture. 
The succéss in manufactures, mining 


and agriculture have of necessity had a 
most marked influence upon the transa- 
portation facilities, chief among which are 
the railways. These have been improy- 
ed as their business extended, but few 
of them have kept thelr improvement 
parallel with the demand upon them. 
This deficiency is not because thé man- 
agements have not laid out plans for 
bringing the roads up to. the require- 
ments, for such plans have been several 
times so laid as to discount the future 
only to find that the requirements ex- 
ceeded al] reasonable expectations, Cot- 
ton mills, cotton seed oi] mills, coal mines. 
saw mills and many other industria) en- 
terprises have been established and ex- 
tended far beyond what anybody could 
have, in reason, exepcted before the event. 
As @ consequence, the railways of the 
south are overwhelmed with business, 
both passenger and freight, even to the 
extent of serious embarrassment. 

Despite, however, the shortage of roll- 
ing stock and motive power and the glut 
of business, the properties must be in- 
creasing in value with increased busi- 
ness, and when the deficiencies are 
made good, as they surely will be in 
time, the operations of the lines must 
of necessity yield better returns than 
they have in the past or than they 
are now doing, when the strain of in- 
creased traffic is greatest and the facil- 
ities for handling it are not yet perfect- 
ed, but are in course of preparation. 
And the best of it all is that the de- 
velopment of southern resources seems 
only to be fairly begun.

HIS SAD PLIGHT’

Editor Constitution: I remember hav- 
ing somewhere read a pathetic story of 
one Conrad Lange, a bank clerk who 
went daft in his efforts to reform the 
multiplication table. In making out his 
balance sheets he had said “Once one 
are two’—thus showing a deficit in his 
cash account. He was arrested and in- 
earcerated as a defaulter. As s00n aS 
his ridiculous blunder in multiplication 
was discovered he was released, but he 
forever afterwards went on repeating to 
himself, “Once one are two.”” When cor- 
rected by a friend, he would say, ‘Aye, 
right, once one is one.” And then he 
would straightway resume his monoton- 
ous chant, “Once one are two.” 

This pathetic little story is brought tc 
mind by Mr, Watson's four column arti-., 
cle in The Constitution of last Thurs- 
day. I have searched it in vain for 
something new; for sOme new evidence 
in support of his hitherto unsupported 
assertions. Instead of that, 1 find only 
a repetition of those assertions with no 
additional proof in support of them. 
Thomas E. Watson said so and so; there- 
fore, so and so is true! Beyond that, and 
a lot of irrelevarit rodomontade, orna- 
mented by an array of adjectives, ad- 
verbs, supeplatives and disjunctive con- 
junctions, there is really nothing in it. 


titled ‘‘Jefferson and His Times,’ Mr. 
Watson inadvertantly asserted that “the 
“sly alliance determined to drive back 
the South American republics into the 
clutches of Spain.’’ It was pointed ont 
that this assertion was less than half 
true, and therefore an inaccurate his- 
torical statement; that it was only a 
very smal) portion of those republics 
that were to be restored to their Spanisa 
allegiance; that the greater part of them 
Was to be divided up among the allies 
themselves. Mr. Watson, after tacitly 
admitting the Inaccuracy of his state- 

ent, flounders back to his original as- 
sertion, without, however, adducing a 
particle of proof in support of it. Thus 
the matter stands. Let us, therefore, in 
silent pity dismiss that part of the con- 
troversy, gince his monotonous repeti- 
tions are becoming a little stale and can 
hardly interest ffie intelligent reader.

His other assertion was that the Jef- 
ferson letter of October 24, 1823, was 
“the first full and explicit setting forth 
of the Monroe doctrine.”’ This was 
shown to be a most palpable error. It 
was pointed out that the Monroe doc- 
trine had been announced, in part at 
least. twenty-seven years before’ the 
date of that letter; that the doctrine as 
a whole had been fully, explicitly and 
officially get forth through diplomatic 
ehannels under the Monroe administra- 
tion nearly four months before Jefferson 
wrote that letter, and therefore that it 
cOuld not have been “the first” setting 
forth of that doctrine. No evidence had 
been produced in refutation of this; 
therefore, Mr. Watson stood corrected. 

Well, what then? Driven from his posi- 
tion that the Jefferson letter of October 
24,1823, was “the first’ enunciation of 
the Monroe doctrine, Mr. Watson falls 
back on Jefferson's letter of August 12, 
1790, to show, not that his hero was “‘the 
first’’ to give full and explicit utterance 
to that doctrine, but that this last named 
letter contained the germs of what af- 
terwards became known as the Monroe 
doctrine. It turned out, however, as was 
clearly shown in my paper of last Sun- 
day, that that letter, so far from fore- 
shadowing the Monroe doctrine, contain- 
ed sentiments and suggestions that were 
diametrically opposed to it: that what 
Jefferson wished to prevent was, not the 
colonization of any part of North Amer- 
ica by European powers, but “a change 
of (European) neighbors” on our imme- 
diate frontiers; that he was quite willing 
to give England a free hand in South 
America if she would not attempt to dis- 
turb “the balance of power’’ by seizing 
upon other foreign posgessions in North 
America. Verily, old Thomas Carlisie 
must have had some such experience as 
this when he regretted that there was no 
weapon with which to honestly and per- 
manently silence a purblind antagonist 
who is ineapable of seeing a truth when 
it is clearly presented.

Recurring to the Genet episode of un- 
savory fame, Mr. Watson contradicted 
my statement that Jefferson “fell into the 
snares of the wily French ambassador;” 
but, as usual, he offered no proof in sup- 
port of his contradiction. In my last paper 
I cited Van Holst's history (a recognized 
standard work) in proof of that state- 
ment; and tn order to distinguish fact 
from mere opinion, I called particular at- 
tention to Van Holst’s citations of orig- 
ina] documents on the authority ef which 
he had said that “Jefferson, with the 
ingenuousness of a child, was caught in 
the clumsy snares of the French am- 
bassador.”’ 

How does Mr. Watson meet this? Sim- 
ply by sneering at Professor Van Holst. 
and by ignoring all the authorities cited 
by him! Van Holst spent fiftgen years in 
preparing that work; he went to the bot- 
tom of every fact connected with our po- 
litical and constitutional history; he took 
nothing second-hand, and his five vol- 
umes have been indorsed by such men 
as Chief Justice Cooly, and by nearly 
every scholar and constitutiona!] lawyer 
of note in America, as being at once the 
most thorpgugh, accurate and impartial 
political history of the United States ever 
written. Only Mr. Watson challenges his 
accuracy; only Mr. Watson can ‘afford to 
challenge his accuracy without offering 
any proof in support of his challenge!

Mr. Watson now contends, as I under 
Stand him, that under the provisions of 
the old treaty of February 6, 178]. the 
United States, in 1793, was in honor 
bound to take sides with France in her 
war with England; that we should have 
become a party to that European broil, 
in utter disregard of what afterwards 
became known as the Monroe doctrine; 
that Jefferson favored this course. And 
yet he would have us believe that Jeffer- 
son was the founder of the Monroe doc- 
trine! It is profitless to argue with a 
man like that. 

I am not familiar with Mr. Watson's 
“Uncle Peter Pariey's”’ juvenile 
schogl histories. I must have some- 
how escaped them when a_school- 
boy. Or had they already be- 
come defunct? I don't know: nor is 
the matter at all germain to this discuge 
sion. There is, however, a very clever 
“History of the United States,” by 
Chauncey M. Goodrich, whick is stil] 
cited as authority on certain points by 
such writers as Bancroft, Von Holst ana 
Others.

There is this much certain: Within the 
past year this scheme has undoubtedly 
heen considered by those at the head of 
the Coast Line, and the gathering in At- 
lanta of these same men has led many 
te connect the two facts.

When the Atlantic Coast Line shall 
have completed its present plans and 
carried them into effect, a consolidation 
or merger of southern lines gigantic in 
its proportions will have been accom- 
plished.

ence with the closing of a deal that Is | 


now being rapidly carried out. With so 
little noise and with such well covered

Bandits Captured’ on Train 
After a Desperate

Ishpeming, Mich., October 23.—After a

The disposition in official circles here 
is to regard this talk of a deal with 
European capitalists as In the nature of 
a bluff. Immediately upon the convening 
congress in extra session Senator 
Morgan, of Alabama, representing the 
original advocates of a cana] who have 
always favored the Nicaragua route, will 
introduce a resolution calling upon the 
president for a report concerning the ne- 
gotiations over the Panama route and 
inquiring the reason for delay in opening 
the alternative negotiations with Nicara- 
gua provided for in the canal act passed 
at the last session.

Birmingham, Ala,, October 23.—(Spe-

In justice 
to you, who may be misquoted ana mis- 
understood, we respectfully ask that you 
will, in some public way, declare your po- 
sition in the matter,

bama. The majority of the state com- 
mittee went on record indorsing this 
proppsition at the Birmingham meéting, 
May !2 last.

As is well hnown, the Southern Paving 


and Construction Company does not .eep 
either the asphalt or the ingredients that 
go into it in Atlanta in large quantities. 
They are sent here by freight and are 
prepared into what is Known as ‘top 
dressing’ at the Atlanta plant of the 
company. 

If one of the ingredients for this “top 
dressing’ are not at hand it is impossible 
to lay the asphalt. That is what nas 
now happened and unti] it comes tine 
asphalt paving on Peachtree street will 
not be completed. 

The concrete is now sufficiently hard- 
ened in several places for the asphait, 
and it is probable that the work of.lay 
ing it would commence at once if it were 
possible to mix the “top dressing.” 

Railroad officials have become interest- 
ed in the matter and it is probable that 
the efforts now being made to find the 
missing shipment will result in its early 
arrival in Atianta. 

The street is still torn up from Elis 
street to Edgewood avenue and from the 
junction of Peachtree and North Pryor 
to Edgewood avenue it is absolutely im- 
passable.

Now York, October 23.—At least, 150 
members of Dcwie’s “army” left today 
On @ gpecial train of five coaches over 
the West Shore road for Zion City, 
Ilis., in charge of Deacon J. W. Crane 
and Daughters Wilhite, Lauder, Ely, Pet- 
tinger, Peterson, Rupp, Stevens and Fun- 
ger. 

Acoording to Deacon Newcombe, the 
Zionites were bound for Zion because 
others wished to come to New York.

Many of the party were suffering from 
colds, brought on by exposure jn the 
work of house to house yisitation, and 
the many changes from the heated at- 
mosphere of the garden to the plercing 
air.

Rameors of Probability of War Were 
Circulated Freely, 


CABLES WERE ALSO FIRM 


December Closed 1-2 to 5-8c Up. 
Corn 1-4c Higher on Frost Dam- 
age Reports—Oats 3-8c High- 
er— Provisions Un- 
changed. 


Chicago, October 23.—A firm undertone 
pervaded the grain pits today, wheat 
prices being upheld by the uncertainty 
of affairs in the Far East while corn was 
influenced by continued reports of dam- 
age by frosts and closing prices were up

oats. Provisions closed steady, the Jan- 
uary product being unchanged to 5c 
higher. 

Rumors of the probability of a war be- 
tween Russia and Japan circulated quite 
freely among wheat traders before the 
opening and caused a bullish sentiment.

Cothran & Co.’s Grain Letter. 


Chicago, October 23.—Our wheat market 
today was. influenced more or less by 
the news relative to the situation in the 
Far East, and not a few telegrams were 
received stating that war had been de- 
clared. Of this we have no confirmation. 
The position of cash wheat in the north- 
west was somewhat easier, and this of 
itself had a tendency to curtail any new 
investment buying. Trade has been of a 
local character, with December weak, but 
in good demand undér 80c. Bears are 
entertained that there is a large con- 
certed holding of this option. which will 
come to the surface later, and the pre- 
mium again widened to | !-4c today. As 
regards the movement of wheat. beth the 
northwest and southwest claim that coun- 
try acceptances Have beén much larger 
than for some time, and increased re- 
ceipts are naturally expected. The 
weather conditions have, been perfect, 
and the weekly journals are with one 
accord in stating that the condition of 
the growing crop is all that could be 
expected. The takings of cash wheat 
today from different points are reported 
at about 350,000.

Atlanta Brokerage Co.’s Cotton Letter 


New York, October 23.—Cotton futures 
in the local market opened firm in tone 
Friday, with’ first prices unchanged to 
an advance of 7 points. There was @ 
strong feeling for a time in consequence 
of covering of short contracts. The sup- 
port was encouraged by firm cables from 
Liverpool, though pTivate advices from 
the cotton belt, telling of frosts were 
also a consideration in this connection. 
The market broke as the day wore On, 
and the trade became rather bearish as 
a result of heavy selling for the ac- 
count of southern interests. The loca! 
crowd did a lot of realizing, but on the 
decline the trade became more active. 
The advices from the Far East were 
quite unfavorable, in that there was a 
lot of war talk. The genera! situation in 
this connection was rather unsettled, and 
many interests were disposed to hold off 
pending some _ definite announcement 
with regard to the policy which is te be 
pursued by countries interested in the 
controversy in the Far East. The an- 
nouncement by Lloyds, however, that 
they are carrying war risks at advanced 
rates on Russian merchantmen was con- 
sidered as the most serious feature yet 
developed. The fact that foreign agents 
were bidding for al] the coal tonnage they 
can secure was also the subject of bear-. 
ish conaiderations. Ports were figured at 
55,000 bales, against 51,700 last week an4d 
45,829 last year. For the week the port 
receipts figured at about 311,000 bales, 
against 299,000 last week and 305,462 
last year. At Houston, Tex., the receipts 
were 13,700, against 14,210 last year. 


Baxter & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, October 23.—Cotton further 
advanced this morning when the market 
opened. There was some hesitation in 
the Liverpool market, nevertheless local 
‘support was still forthcoming. The ex- 
pectation is that the spot demand will 
continue to hold for some time since 
evidence is constaritly accumulating that 
the crop is going to be short and spinners 
are. beginning to doubt whether they will 
be able to secure needed supplies by ab- 
staining from the market much longer.

Southern Exchange Cotton Letter. 


New York, October 23.—Fair weather 
continues over the entire belt. The 
weather for the west gulf states is pre- 
dicted fair tonight and Saturday. with a 
fal] in temperature in some districts, and 
frost in the interior of the district. A 
slight rise in temperature is expected 
over the extreme western portion of the 
district Saturday. Bulls were somewhat 
puzzled at Liverpool's action this morn- 
ing, a decline of ! to 4 poicfis in their 
Opening prices beIng indicated.

New York, October 23.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow wil] say: 

“The week’s developments have favored 
an increase in thé conservative tone 
which has ruled in many lines for soms 
time. Buying is not so confident, and 
smaller quantities are taken than a year 
ago at this time. Actual needs, which, 
after all, are large and not speculative, 
dominates in them. Goog and poor re- 
ports combine to give an appearance of 
irregularity to genera] trade as a whole. 
Railway gross earnings are more moéd- 
erate than earlier in the year, but still 
reflect some gains in the volume of traffic 
over a year ago. Car shortages are not 
complained of much outside the lumber 
trade. Seasonable shut-downs of outside 
work on railroad improvements, suspen- 
sions of iron furnaces and copper, coal 
and iron ore mines have rendered many 
thousands idle. On the other hand, the 
long standing curtailment of cotton 
mills is becoming a thing of the past, 
and some shut-down steel milis have re- 
sumed. 

“The grocery trade is apparently active 
the country over, with coffee showing 
most price strength. : 

“The shoe trade, too, is active, though 
mild weather curtails demand in some 
Sections. 

“Cold weather is needed to stimulate 
demand for dry goods and heavy cloth- 
ing. Holiday goods are opening well, 
and the outlook is regarded as favorable 
for this line. 

‘“‘Woolens are in smaller demand than 
expected, while a slight gain is noted in 
clothing. Mild weather affects the fur 
trade. 

“More is doing in hardware, and the 
building trades are working into better 
condition. 

‘The iron and stee] trad@ do not show 
much, if any change. Prices are weak. 
Pig iron sales are of small lots to fill 
hand-to-mouth demand, and talk of a 
40 per cent instead of a 25 per cent cut 
in furnace production is heard. In 
finished lines more relative strength is 
noted, but demand here is quiet without 
affecting quotations as seriously as in 
cruder forms. There are signs of a re- 
awakening in the export trade. 

“Wheat, including flour, exports for the 
week ending October 22 aggregate 4,265,- 
080 bushels, against 2,865,610 last week 
and 7,060,137 this week last year. 

“Corn exports for the week aggregate 
1,809,885 bushels, against 1,410,412 last 
week, 84,564 a year ago.
